Risk of Stings. 


The risk of stings is very slight as soon as 
you know how to manage the bees. The 
necessary outfit is, perhaps, a bit. costly, but 
once started your expenses will be very light. 
Now is the time to get your swarm. Some 
breeders advocate late March as the 
best time, but the writer got -hers in early 
May, and the brood worteod splendidly 

he swarm at the present time wou d cost 
about £2 or £2 10s. Swarms get cheaper as 
the summer goes on, but then the chance of 
honey from them this year also gets less in 
proportion. 

Next you will want a modern hive, which 
will contain brood-frames and separators. 
This will cost about £2 10s. Section frames, 
artificial wax, candy and syrup (for feeding), 
a smoker (do without this if you' can); and 
a head veil (till the bees get to know you) 
should complete your outfit for a start. Of 
course, you will require more things after- 
wards as your apiary grows, but do not be 
led away into buying all the hundreds of 
devices now on the market for the delusion 
of amateur bee-keepers. 

Let us suppose you oe bought your bees. 
When the See containing the purchased 
swarm arrives, it should be placed in the 
shade near the hive the bees are to occupy.

The hive must be made ready before the 
arrival of the swarm, and should face south- 
east. An ideal situation is by the side of, 
but not under, a standard fruit tree. The 
hive must be set perfectly level from side to 
side, with a downward inclination of about 
half an inch towards the front. A board the 
width of the aligh ting board should then be 
Fri in front of level with the latter, 

sloping down to the ground. 

boards are covered with a cloth wig a 
ing over the sides to the ground—to stop th 
bees from crawling Ynderneath, The box is 
then gently carried mouth downwards until 
it is just above the sloping board. With a 
smart jerk the bees are thrown out in front 
of the brood chamber, about one foot away 
from the entrance, when they will at once 
begin to take ssion of their new home. 
It is their n Neural inclination to run up hill, 
and as they run in watch should be kept for 
tha queen, it being a satisfaction to see her 
enter her abode safely.. 


Crushing. 
When all are in the wedges should be taken 
away, and the front of the brood chamber 
ently lowered to its proper position. Any 
es in danger of crushing should be gently. 
brushed in with a feather. 

For the first year at least a hive should 
not be allowed to swarm, since swarming 
weakens the colony and causes time to be lost 
during the height of the honey-gathering 
season. 

From March to October the bees will want 
continuous attention, but only very bad bee- 
keeping necessitates ‘work, apart from replac- 
ing candy boxes, between the months of No- 
vember and February. It will be found ad- 
visable to spend this time in learning all you 
can about bees.

A DAINTY WORK-BAG. 


NYONE who is a student. of the fine art 
of needlework knows what an im- 
portant part the work-bag plays in 
this fascinating occupation, and that it must 
be pretty and convenient for carrying from one 
place to another. All these rules are exem- 
plified in the ‘home-made’ work-bag. It 
is very easy to make, and much to be pre- 
ferred to the bought bag or basket, because 
you. can make it to suit your own particular 
tequirements as to size and material.. 

To make the bag, begin by securing a 
round, flat piece of wood, about half an 
inch thick and from eight to twelve inches 
in diameter, according to the size required. 
Enamel one side of this white. When the 
ename] dries, cut out a round of thick white 
flannel and a round of the material of which 
the bag is to be made, the same size as the 
wood. Place the flannel evenly on the un- 
painted “side of the wood, the round of 
material over this, and tack al] three together 
with small brass-headed tacks at intervals 
of two inches, and the base of your bag is 
finished. 


The Material. 


Next, take the material for the bag. This 
must be twelve inches wide, and long enough 
‘to easily go round the edges of the base and 
allow for turnings; then, if you want your 
bag to be specially pretty as well as doubly} 
durable, you should have a strip of satin 
ór sateen the same length and of a colour 
which will blend with your ‘material. You 
will also need about three yards of bébé 
ribbon the same shade as the lining. 

Take your materia] and place it, right\pide 
down, on a table; then lay the satin, or 
sateen, on top of this, right side up, taking 
care that the materials are even in length and 
width. Join both by running a hem, two 
inches wide, along what is to be the top of 
the bag—that is to say, along one of the 
longer sides of the rectangular materials, 
having the turning over the lining. Now 
make a slotting for the ribbons by running 
the needle from one end to the Bs, about 
half an inch from the es, of the hem, thus 
leaving an inch and a half frill at the top of 
the bag when the Mhá is threaded. Next 
Fé the two shorter sides, being ous to 
eave the place where the two ends of the 
slotting meet unstitched. Pierce a smal] hole 
in the middle of the slotting opposite the 
— on the other side of the bag. Button- 
ole round this. 

Join the bag to the base with small brass 
tacks, similar to those used before, turning in 
the edges neatly as you go, and pitting a 
little pleat wherever Make a 
small square pin cushion of the material, and 
stitch to the inside of the ba This is very 
i ful for loose pins and needles. Now thread 


| 


e ribbon twice round the slotting, and knot 


the two ends. Pnill one ribbon at each outlet, 
and you will have two ribbon loops with 
which to pull the bag together, and the 
work-bag is complete; and where could you 
find one more charming ? 

You will, doubtless, have chosen a material 
which blends with the room in which it will 
remain when not in use, hanging from a bell- 
nob or nail,, conveniently placed. It is a 
pretty idea to have your scrap-bag made of 
the same material as the work- hea. For the 
work-bag half a yard of forty-inch wide 
material and lining is ample, and for the 
scrap-bag, which is just an ordinary bag, 
with runnin ng ribbon three inches from the 
top, one yard is sufficient.

this question trouble us, 
offers us more pitfalls for ‘the unwary. It gs 
harder for the majority to look as well in 
summer as in winter. Of course, there are 

ple who can afford to be superbly dressed 
at all times, “both winter and summer, They 
can command the best of this. world’s goods, 
and are probably sure of the best quality 
wings in the next—they do not concern this 
article. 

But there are hundreds of others who can 
only afford the second best, and very often the 
third best, and it is to these that the coming 
season May prove a trying one. The person 
who wil] shrink from attempting to make a 
winter garment, such as a coat and skirt or 
coat, gaily sets out with much assurance to 
make most of her summer attire. The results 
very often are disastrous. 


Simple Styles. 


It is certainly a great economy to make 
one’s own frocks, and one to be encouraged 
where the purse is limited; but to think that 
any kind of frock may be attempted by the 
amateur is, perhaps, anything but economy 
in the long run. Unless one is experienced in 
dressmaking, only the simplest styles should 
be chosen—that is, if a well turned-out 
Phe mist is desired. 

he mistake generally made by the amateur 
is the too ambitious attempt at something 
ultra-fashionable and complicated. It is in 
the summer one sees these failures, and 
especially are they noticeable in town. A 
flimsy, ill-made frock may pass muster in the 
country or suburbia, but worn in town its 
defects are more noticeable ; it becomes al- 
together a more remarkable garment. There 
are sO many more opportunities in the summer 
for people to make mistakes with regard to 
their toilette. One so often sees at that time 
the wrong things worn. 


Bad Taste. : 


In winter the same class of people have less 
scope to indulge their fancies; the climate 
steps in and ruthlessly compels a more or less 
atercotyped garb—a ‘fur coat or heavy coat 
or warm costume. There are, therefore, fewer 
remarkable cases of wrong things worn. Fe w 
instance, in winter it would scarcely be 
sible to see what was seen trailing up Graíto 
strert a few days ago---amely, a black pee 
skirt, with flounces of black. lace, and 
proudly worn with this was <a short tar 
sports coat ; perhaps it was a case of “ where 
ignorance is bliss it were folly to be wise.” 

The stout woman is more handicapped in 
snmmer with regard to her clothes than her 
slender sister. Both - summer styles and 
simmer fabrics are less becoming to her than 
her winter ones. Again, summer offers 
another danger to the woman with thick 
ankles—she is tempted to wear light thin 
stockings, a pleasure she must never indulge 
in if she wishes to draw as little attention as 

ssible to her defect. Some women are 
fort unate enough to look well in anything; 
they have the dress instinct. In their home- 
made frocks and inexpensive toilettes they 
achieve a chic and distingué appearance that 
is utterly lacking in others who may spend 
large sums on their wardrobe, yet never look 
anything beyond the very ordinary.

JOHN GAY’S OPERAS. 

* The r's Opéra” and “ Polly” are 
unique, Nearly two hundred years have 
passed since they were written; yet they 
retain all the freshness and vigour which 
delighted the audiences of the Second 
George's reign and, just as then the 
veterans of Blenheim and Malplacquet 
fell in love with the dainty Polly of Peg 
Woffington, veterans of Mons and the 
Marne to-day are equally enamoured ol 
the graces of Gay’s — heroine 
One can understand ‘t remarkable 
popularity of Gay’s venture into the 
operatic field. The begimning of the 

hteenth century was a sort of dramatic 
no mary land. One must go back for 
more than half a century to find the 
a St gry á : 

& itan régime, with its eighteen 
years of closed theatres and its he pe 
psalm singing, had taken the heart out of 
the Engli h aite. When the Restora- 
tion came Shirley and Davenant alone of 
the old school of playwrights were left 
to maintain the Shakespearean tradition, 
and neither of them was equal to the task. 
The Cavaliers had become so much accus- 
tomed to the brilliant indecency of the 
French stage that they would have 
nothin but highly-flavoured .comed 
when they came back to England; and, 
as Britain had no Moliére to satisfy their 


| needs, they were forced to fall back on 


people like Mrs. Aphra Behn. Congreve 
flashed across the stage, a dazzling 
meteor; but he, too, was tainted with the 
prevailing obscenity. Finally Jeremy 
Collier, in his famous attack on the 
theatre, gave public opinion a lead, and 
there was a sharp reaction -from_ the 
Restoration dramatists. 

During the Orange period men like 
Farquhar and Vanbrugh began to break 
away from the Wycherley tradition and to 
get a new fashion in drama; but the field 
lay fallow for many years. The works 
of Addison, Fielding, Goldsmith and 
Sheridan were still in the womb of time. 
Pope was polishing his steely verses and 
jeering at his rivals, while Jonathan 


wift was inveighing bitterly against the 


world at large from his Dublin Deanery. 
The stage was neglected—rather it was 
crowded with anemic nonentities—when 
all of a sudden Gay appeared with his 
“ Beggar's Opera,’’ and helped to light 
the way for the great spirits who have 
made the eighteenth century the 
Augustan Age of English literaturo. 

It ia difficult to analyse the charm of 
Gay's work. It had no literary progeni- 
tors, and for a hundred and ‘fifty years 
no progeny, until Gilbert and Sullivan 
expanded Gay's idea into a national 
heritage. “The Beggar's Opera ” and 
“ Polly,’’ however, are as English as “A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream” or “The 
Vicar of Wakefield,” and the public, tired 
of French models, took to the former at 
once, “ Polly,’’ for some unknown reason, 
was banned, The hew venture marked ip 
a most striking manner the final breach 
with the tradition of the Hotel de Bour- 
gogne, end the beginning of a purely 
inglish theatre, racy of the soil and as 
healthy in its inspiration as the Cavalier 
stage had been degenerate and bloodless. 

le recent revival of “The Beggar's 
Opera ” and of “Polly’’ has awakened 
popular interest once more in these two 
charming works. The. book under review 
reproduces dialogue and music in an 
admirable _manner—it was printed in 
Dublin—and the publishers are to be con- 

tulated on their treatment of the 
ovely little lyrics in which both works 
abound. The quaint beanty of the old 
English tunes sounds delightfully refresh- 
ing and soothing in the ears of music- 
lovers who in recent years have had a 
surfeit of exotic. “melodies” and 
heurosis-laden songs. 

The popularity which they have 
achieved proves that’ England still can 
appreciate what is best and most whole- 
some in her literature, and possibly sug- 
gests that the history of two hundred 
years ago may be about to be repeated. 
“The Beggar's Opera ’’ came after Marl- 
borough's wars and heralded a wonderful 
period of literary and artistic activity in 
England. It has jumped across two 
centuries now to take t'o taste of another 
war out of the country’s mouth. Have 
we & modern race of Addisons and’ Gold- 
smiths in the making?

SEABORNE TRADE. 

More than two years have passed since 
the first volume of “ Seaborne Trade “ 
was published. The series forms pari. of 
that trilogy of the great war at sea 
whose other parts comprise “ Naval Opera- 
tions’’ and “ The Merchant Navy.” We 
said at the time that of the three 
historians Mr. Fayle probably had the 
least attractive part, and the second 
volume, which has now appeared, drives 
home this remark. There are no thrills 
The book is stuffed full of hard 
facts. The office files of the Marine De- 
partment of the Board of Trade and the 
Transport Department of the Admiralty 
have yielded up their disembodied ghosts, 
and the hand of the professor anatomises 
their tissues. 

Yet to the hearing ear there is a re- 
lentless onward march. The volume opens 
with the start of the submarine campaign 
in the spring of 1915, and carries t 
reader to the close of 1916—the date of 
appointment of the Shipping Controller. 
Between these two events there is a long 
chain of connecting links. Ruthless sub- 
marine attack leads to gradual extension 
of the law of contraband, until at last 
Great Britain shakes off the incubus of 
the Declaration of London and proclaims 
a blockade.

AN IRONSIDE OF IRELAND, 

aat period of Irish history which 
begins with the Insurrection of 1641 and 
closes with the surrender of Limerick in 
October, 1651, offers formidable diflicul- 
ties to the historian. He must dis- 
entangle and present in ordered story the 
most confu period in our national 
annals. The issue between contending 

arties was not simply whether Roman 
Catholic or Protestant should prevail, nor 
was it the racial one—old Irish against 
English. These ancient contentions were, 
of course, to the fore, and gave rise to 
their own cross-confusions; but the Irish 
situation was complicated by the in- 
trusion of the acute English political dis- 
sensions of that time. The strife between 
King Charles I. and his Parliament, and 
the differences of Puritan and Cavalier, 
Presbyterian and Independent, involved 
Ireland also and made confusion worse 
confounded. 

It would be hard to say how many 
parties were in Ireland at that time. 
There was the party of Owen Roe O'Neill 
and the old Irish, who held a large part 
of Ulster. Then there was the Assembly 
of Confederate Catholics of Kilkenny, led 
by many of the Anglo-Irish lords. 
Between these parties there wae a certain 
sympathy in aim, but no real confidence 
or unity of purpose. Beside these was 
the King’s party, and the party who sided 
with the English Parliamentarians. 
Lastly, there were the Scots of Ulster, 
divided in their sentiments between King 
and Parliament. ? 

This tangled situation Ahe author of 
“ An Ironside of Ireland’’ handles with 
skill in an excellently clear narrative— 
so much of it, at least, as is necessary to 
furnish the historical background for his 
story of the career of Lieutenant-General 
Michael Jones, Governor of Dublin, and 
Oommander of the Parliamentary Forces 
in Leinster from 1647 to 1649. Jones was 
4 man who knew his own mind and was 
consistently loyal to his side in a period 
when men’s loyalties were extremely vacil- 
lating. For one not bred to arms he 
showed remarkable military acity, 
winning victories in Wales and at Dublin 
against \serious odds. As Governor of 
Dublin he revealed those qualities of 
vigilance and command that enabled him 
to preserve the city for the Parliament, 
in spite of disaffection, lack of support, 
and enemies without and within. As fot 
his private character there is reason to 
think that he was a man of high and dis- 
interested motive. His publie career was 
short. Accompanying Cromwell in his 
Southern campaign, he contracted a fever 
and died at Dungarvan. He was buried 
in the Church of St. Mary, Youghal, but 
no mcnument marks his resting place. 

Dr. Kerr is to be congratulated on 
this memoir. He has reseued from 
oblivion, so far as the scanty personal 
records which are available permit, the 
life of one who deserved well of his 
country. Myr. J. W. Kernohan, M.A., of 
the Presbyterian Historical Society, Bel- 
fast, supplies a suitable introduction, and 
the volume is furnished with an index 
and illustrations and with a useful 
bibliography. ‘

OLD IRISH POSTAGE STAMPS. 

Many philatelists imagine that their 
hobby was born with the black penny, 
stamp on the 6th of May, 1840. They 
have only to turn to this little book on 
old Irish postage stamps and franks to 
find that almost from the beginning oi 
our organised postal service there are in- 
teresting fields to be explored and dis- 
coveries to be made by such patient in- 
vestigators as Mr. Meredith, Mr. Daniels, 
and Mr. Hendy. The late Major Evans, 
one of our most Mmdustrious and 
voluminous writers on stamps, got much 
of his best work in exploring what may 
be called the by-paths of philately. 

Mr. Meredith set himself the task of 
writing the history of the Irish post-paid 
stamps from the establishment of the 
Irish Post Office in 1784. The earliest 
specimen which he has found is dated 
Sth October, 1811, so that we have a 
period of twénty-seven. years over which 
collectors may range in the search for 
anknown specimens. That these exist 
there is no room for doubt. They had 
their prototypes in England and Scotland. 
The “ free’’ stamps are known back to 
1739. The “Penny Post,” the “Two- 
come Post,’’ and the “ Fourpenny Post’ 

ve been found on old letters in great 
variety, and many of these have still to 
be discovered. Not the least interesting 
part of Mr. Meredith's work is the 
copious list of Penny Post Offices which 
used special stamps. In addition to. the 
office of origin we have the “more to 
pay,” “late mail,’’ “too late,” “mid. 
day mail,” and many other impressed 
marks which are to be found in such pro- 
fusion in all colours on our old letters. 

The book is beautifully illustrated by 
114 facsimile reproductions, skilfully 
drawn by Mr. Herbert R. Meredith. The 
author is good enough to acknowledge the 
assistance which he received in his book 
from fellow-members of the Irish Phila- 
telic Club. Ii is to be hoped that those 
members who have sufficient leisure will 
carry on the good work, not only in the 
old, but in the new, field of Irish 
philately. Mr. Meredith's industry and 
skill are worthy of all praise.

A Censor of Films. 


The Government proposes io estabiish 
an official censorship of cinematograph 
films in the Free State. The censor will 
be an individual, not a board ; but appeals 
from his decisions may be made to an 
unpaid board of five members. Only film- 
renters will have the right of appeal, and 
they will pay the small cost of the censors 
establishment. We think that these pro- 
visions—the Bill which embodies. them 
was discussed in the Dail yesterday—are 
shrewd and sensible. The judgment of 
one competent man is likely to be as good, 
for rough and ready purposes, as the 
majority judgment of five or six men, and 
will be reached far more quickly. The 
provision which gives a right of appeal 
in the case of suppressed, but noteof pub- 
lished, films will make the whole scheme 
workable and will render substantial 
justice to all concerned, On the one hand, 
is will prevent waste of the unpaid 
board’s time on a flood of larzely frivolous 
objections from the general public. On 
the other hand, if the censor certifies more 
than. half-a-dozen films which obviously 
ouzht to have been suppressed, his unfit- 
ness for his job will be manifest to the 
naked eye. It is no Jess r@asonable that 
the picture-houses shall pay the cost of 
the censorship than that the owner of a 
traction engine shall pay the wages of the 
man who carries the red flag. Of course, 
the notion that a perfect censor can he 
found would be ridiculous, and the 
Government does not entertain it. The 


Minister for Home Affairs expects no more 


than that the censor shall frst. discover 
and then enforce ‘‘an average standard 
of taste and judgment.’’—and even that is 
‘a large order.” It must mean, in 
practice,an honest standard of uniformity 
which will make no flagrant mistakes in 
any direction. A Savonarola in the 
eensors office would be as great a 
calamity as a Marquis of Steyne. A man 
who should seek ruthlessly to suppress 
the sort of Labour film thal Mr. Thomas 
Johnson would enjoy would be as unsuit- 
able for the post as the Moscow Soviets 
director of, pictorial propaganda. The 
nearest approach to our ideal of a film 
censor is Horace, who to a liberal mind 
and to exquisite taste and sanity added 
respect for the innocence of youth and a 
lively appreciation of the fact that— 
Seqnuius irritant animos demisan per aures 
Quam. que sunt otrulis subjecta fidelibus. 


Certainly our State censor will not be a 
Horace; but, if he has good taste and 
a vigilant eye and is free from fads, he 
will not be a bad censor. Some speakers 
in the Dail yesterday seemed to think that 
indecency would be the censor’s chief 
problem. . On the contrary, it will be his 
simplest problem; for the man-in-the- 
street has a thoroughly sound instinct on 
this matter. We have seen in Dublin, 
however, dozens of films which, while not 
“indecent,” tended to produce, by their 
long-drawn-out ineptness, ¢vulgarity and 
triviality, a cumulative effect that was 
positively poisonous. This kind of stufí 
will furnish the censor’s real problem, and 
we shall judge him by his handling of it. 


Air-borne News. 


Some weeks ago we discussed the pro- 
secution of an English postal official on 
charges that he had offered for sale infor- 
mation contained in private telegraphic 
messages. We pointed out that, as soon as 
wireless “‘broadcasting’’ became popular 
and receiving sets found their way into 
hundreds of homes, very difficult ques- 
tions of copyright and protection would 
arise. Now the manager of the Holland 
News Bureau is being prosecuted for 
the alleged interception and sale to 
various newspapers of wireless news sent 
out by a Berlin agency. What the Dutch 
law may hold on the subject we do not 
know ; but in English law it is neither a 
crime nor a tort io sell information that 
has been obtained in some way which does 
not in itself involve an offence. News 
east into the air is no more sacred from 
use by all and sundry who happen to 
overhear it than would be a conversation 
conducted by two gentlemen in a railway 
carriage in the presence of a stranger 
whom they imagined erroneously to be 
asleep. Parliament may pass an Act pro- 
hibiting the possessors of “ listening-in ”’ 
sets from re-transmitting, or otherwise 
publishing, what they hear; but it is not 
a proposal that amy House of Commons 
would be too ready to adopt. Conditions 
also could be attached to the possession 
of ‘“‘listening-in’’ instruments, if the 
instruments were Jeased and not sold; 
but the “broadcasting ’ companies are not 
concerned at present with the distribu- 
tion of news except as a means of enter- 
taining their patrons. The decision of 
The Hague Court that is considering Mr. 
Nevens s case may form an interesting 
precedent for the law-makers.

IRISH LANDSCAPE. 


MR. J. CRAMPTON WALKER’S 
PICTURES. 


There was opened yesterday, in the Mills’ 
Hal), Merrion row, Dublin, an ifteresting 
and varied exhibition of paintings by Mr. u. 
Crampton Walker. The collection’ will cer- 
tainly enhance Mr. Walker's reputation as a 
landscape painter and a competent. artist in 
depicting Irish life. There are upwards of 
sixty canvases, and almost every one of them 
will make a strong appeal to Dublin pe 
for they present scenes that are familiar to 
ell who know the County Dublin from Clon- 
tarf to Skerries, and who have any acquaint- 
ance with the district of Bundoran, and the 
Counties of Leitrim. Sligo, and Galway. 

The visitor will desire to linger over many 
pictures, such as that which represents the 
erag at Feltrim, near Malahide, on the 
summit of which an idle wintlmil] is cor- 
apicuous. This is a conscientious piece of 
work, into which the artist has put his best. 
The Baily, at Howth, with the blue waters 
of Dublin Bay breaking into foam on the 
shore round its base, is a picture instinct 
with life. No. 38, “ Winter,” is a striking 
piece, representing a high t¥o-arched hridge. 
with a roaring cataract flowing beneath. It 
is a good example of Mr. Walker's firm 


brush. 

There are numerous pictures of the 
landscape at Portmarnock, Malahide and 
Raheny, in which homely white-washed walls 
and thatch-roofed cabins, bathed in sunshine 
and breathing the ozone from the adjacent 
sea, catch the faney. The Martello Tower. 
at Portmarnock (No. 26), is a simple and 
attractive piece of work, depicting a thatched 
cottage on the verge of the golf links.

of Commons to-day, Sir John Simon called 
attention to the remarkable ordinance recently 
promulgated by the Governing Commission of 
under which any person 
criticising the Treaty of Versailles or its 
authors, or the League of Nations, was liable 
to five years’. imprisonment plus a fine of 
ten thousand francs, and a number of 
searching questions to the Government sg to 
the steps they pro to take in the matter. 

Major Wood, who has succeeded Mr. H. A. 
I. Fisher both as Minister of Education and 
also as British representative upon the 
Council of the League of Nations, made no 
attempt to conceal his own distaste for the 
ordizance in question, but did his best to 
make out that the mischief arising from it 
had’ been exaggerated. 

Much surprise was evinced at his statement 
that from the strictly legal point of view he 
was advised that the Commission had not 
acted beyond its powers, since the ordinance 
did not modify any law existing before it 
came into existence. Another statement to 
the effect that the Council of the League 
could not throw over its own servants in the 
Saar district was also challenged. 

Mr. Asquith said that the decree seriously 
prejudiced the whole prestige and moral 
authority of the League of Nations. He 
doubted whether in the whole history of 
Prussia’s treatment of Poland it was possible 
to find a more monstrous specimen of despotic 
legislation. It would certainly encourage 
Germany in forming an idea that the League 
was phantom and a farce. 

Lord Robert Cecil also deplored the action 
that had been taken bv the French Govern- 
ment, and suggested that there should be an 
immediate meeting of the Council of the 
Lvagne to consider the matter. That France 
should further have sent a Note to Germany 
independently of the Allies was also to be re- 
gretted, as it cast a doubt on the sincerity 
of Europe's desire for peace. There was no 
possible hope of a settlement exeept by in- 
ternational action. 

Lord Robert had the hearty support of Mr. 
Fisher in his sugge~tign for an early meeting 
of the League. The situation in the Ruhr 
was, saidethe right hon. gentleman, becoming 
more dangerous honr by hour. The offer 
made by Germany was, no doubt, madequate, 
bat there were at least some points which de- 
served consideration. 

Mr. Esmond Harmsworth defended the con- 
tinued Fhench occupation of the Ruhr as 
sound business, a view which was certainly 
not shared by Mr. J. R. Butler, a Fellow 
and Lecturer of Trinity College, Cambridze, 
who said that the bullying methods of the 
French were more reminiscent of the Bol- 
shevist régime than anything else. 

Sir Frederick Banburv strongly objected to 
sympathisers with Germany coming down to 
that House and talking to members who had 
lost their relatives in defence of their countrv. 

Mr, Newbold laughed, whereupon Sir 
Frederick asked him if he had volunteered in 
the late war. “No” said the Communist 
member for Motherwell, ‘‘ but I will in the 
rext war, and against you.” Ther> was a 
short passage of words between the hon. 
member and the Deputy Chairman (Mr. Hope) 
before .Sir Frederick was permitte!] to pro- 
ceed with his speech, the pith of which was 
that we should back up France.

LORD MORLEY DISCUSSES 
CURRENT POLITICS. 


In a long letter to Sir Francis Webster, 
of Arbroath, President of the Montrose 
Burghs. Liberal Association, acknowledging 
a message of remembrance and affection trom 
the association, Viscount Morley says :—The 
present party designations have ~ become 
empty of all contents—impressive nicknames, 
with no recognisable meaning in real things 
or political act, bottles with bits of the oid 
jabels, but with no inepiring liquor left. 
History abounds and superabounds in the 
irony of diplomacy. Bismarck said that the 
most malicious democrat could have no idea 
what nullity and charlatanry were coneealed 
in. diplomacy. But the contrast between 
the promises and confident anticipations on 
the lips of the rulers of the world (even some 
quartered in Whitehall) when they opened 
the war of 1914, and the results in which 
they have been overwhelmed, looks like the 
most savage irony in the history of civilisa- 
tion. 

Going on to refer to Cobden’s sovereign 
principle of the interdependence oí the 
nations of the world, Lord Morley observes :— 
lt was the antagonistic prineiple that landed 
us in the thankless war of 1914. The shatter- 
of parties has been accompanied by the multi- 
plication of endless political schools, some 
with ardent brain and attractive pen, others 
whimsical and fantastic. Men fee] free every 
day in the week to play, in theory and in- 
genious invention, with Parliamentary con- 
stitutions, and to seek a rallying ground in 
political revolution, or economic  trans- 
turmation. The questions of the hour, 
etrikes holidays, sanitation, and ques- 
tions between Parliament and property, 
are taking the place of the old political issues, 
Sociocracy seems to be beginning to take the 
place of democracy, aristocracy, piutocracy, 
and all the rest of the governing serces of our 
political history. : 

Vastly extended State expenditure, vastly 
increased demands from the taxpayer, social 
reform regardiess of expense, cash exacted 
from the taxpayer, aches ó at his wits’ end-- 
when were the problems oí plus and minus 
more desperate? 

Asking how the ase and abuse of industria! 
organisation is to be measured, he says that 
we can only trust to the growth of responsi- 
bility, and he declares, in conclusion, that 
individualism may be trusted to save its 
now sterling value. 


TEACHING OF 
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IRISH, 


SPECIAL SUMMER COURSE FOR 


NATIONAL TEACHERS. 


In connection with the National Education 
Board’s scheme for the training of national 
teachers in Irish and Irish teaching methods 
it is announced that the course at all centres 
and colleges will extend from Tuesday, the 
órd July, to Friday, órd August, both days 
inclusive. Classes will be held on every school 
day during the period of the course for four 
complete hours. No classes will be held on 
Satardays. 

All teachers under 46 years of age on the ist 
July, 1925, who are not selected as professors 
will be required to attend the course at one of 
the approved centres or colleges, and attend- 
ance at the course will be on the same basis as 
attendance at school in a teaching capacity, 
and will be subject to the same rules and 
regulations in regard to payment of salary, 
computation of service, absence owing to ill. 
ness, etc. Teachers over 46 ‘years of age are 
eligible to attend the course, and it is expected 
that they will do so unless prevented by 
special circumstances. i 

All schools will be closed as from Monday. 
2nd July, until the conclusion of the course. 
As regards ordinary vacation, the existing 
regulations will remain in force, bat a school 
may not be cloted for vacation immediately 
aiter the termination of the course for a period 
in excess of five weeks. Schools may Ge re- 
opened on the 6th August, and the vacation 
may be taken later where suitable. 

The Irish colleges will be reserved for 
teachers who already hold Irish or bilingual 
certificates, and at h centres and colleges 
an examination suited to each of the- various 
grades will be held during the period of the 
course,

NOTE .TO BE REJECTED. 
A MOSCOW VIEW. 

PIGA, Thursday. 

In Moscow Communist circles. which did not 
expect Great Britain to assume such a 
resolute attitude, it is declared that the offen. 
sive notes from Weinstein to Mr. Hodgson, 
concerning Mgr. Butkevitch, were metited by 
British interference with the internal course 
of Soviet justice, an interference unwarranted 
because Britain. would not brook Soviet inter- 
ference with, British justice in Ireland, India. 
and elsewhebe; therefore the withdrawal! of 
Weinstein's fommunications is impossible. 

On the issue respecting British trawlers 
the most influential leaders say that although 
Britain has arrogated the mastery of the 
h'gh seas, it has no jurisdiction in Soviet 
territorial waters. which extend not 20 miles 
as in Ceylon, or four as in Norway, or three 
as Britain desires, but 12, as the Soviet Go. 
vernment. decreed. 

These leaders intend to make their reply 
itself a means of propaganda. supplemented by 
an appeal to the world’s proletariat to witness 
capitalist and Imperial iniquity. They dis- 
claim responsibility for a breach of relation. 

.The more moderate leaders. advise a con- 
ciliatory tone, considering that the present 
international hostility will lead inevitably to 
a universal boycott of Soviet Russia. These 
men argue that Britain first opened trade 
relations, and that other countries followed. 
If Britain withdraws, other countries wil] 
also probably withdraw. i 

Authoritative local observers are of the 
opinion that the Bolshevists will categorically 
reject the British demands.—Zimcs Corre- 
spondent. 


‘INJURED INNOCENCE.” 


BOLSHEVIK ATTITUDE TO 
BRITISH NOTE. 


RIGA, Thursday. 

In Bolshevik circles an air .of injured 
innocence is assumed with regard to the ques- 
tion of the capture of British trawlers, and 
it 1s argued that the crews were pirates, who 
were caught redhanded stealing fish in 
Soviet waters. Great Britain, the police- 
man of the seas, is now, they declare, de- 
fending piracy. 

The Jsvestia says:—If Soviet Russia 
allows this, it may expect Great Britain to 
land an expedition at Murmansk to dig for 
precious metal, which are no less useful than 
fish. 

The predominant tone of the Press appears 
to foreshadow a total rejection of Great 
Britain’s demands, disclaiming responsibility 
for Communist propaganda abroad, which, it 
is stated, originates among the population, 
cusupported by Moscow. 

The papers declare that the British docu- 
mentary evidence is simply forged. Jt is 
cumoured, however. that the so-called’ Mode- 
rate group, including M. Kra@sin and M. 
Tchitcherin, advocate the withdrawal of M. 
Weinstein’s reply to Mr. Hodgson’s Note, 
and the giving of a promise to refrain from 
such action in future; in the hope: of avoid. 
ing an actual rupture, entailing the expulsior 
of tke Soviet Trade Mission from Great 
Britain. which would be a severe blow to the 
Communist cause. —(Reuter.)

ROME, Thursday. 
This has been the first reasonably leisured 
day that the King and Queen have enjoyed 
since thelr arrival, though so excellent has 
been the organisation that they have. been 
spared much of the fatigue experienced by 


erdinary tourists. 

Last nights gaia performance of “ The 
Barber of Seville’’ at the old-fashioned, but 
charming, Court Opera House, with its 
circular auditorium walled-in by a hundred 
and one boxes like nicnés in a cliff—the 
largest and the hundred and first niche being 
the Royal box—was literally dazzling. The 
whole house was lavishly decorated with red 
and white roses which, with green leaves, 
give Italy’s national colours. Both the 
Queens, looking more “perfect in contrast— 
blonde and brunette—than ever, wore won- 
derful diamond tiaras, and the King was in the 
resplendent uniform of a Field-Marsha]l. The 
Royal party received a prolonged, though 
decoronsly enthusiastic, welcome when they 
entered half-way through the first act from 
the audience. 

Signor Mussolini, displaying across his 
shirt front the broad red mbbon of the G.C.B., 
conferred upon him by the King on Monday. 
had been rousingly greeted in a more free and 
easy fashion at an earlier stage, everybody 
clapping ‘with upraised hands, while the band 
played the Fascist hymn of - youth, 
‘* CGiovienzza 

This morning was spent visiting half.a- 
dozen of the most interesting churches and 
temple ruins, among the latter the Temple of 
Vesta, the goddess of Home in ancient as 
and among the former the Church “of San 
Clemente, where Mrs. Strong, an English 
lady, who is an expert in the subject, was 
able to point out to the King and Queen the 
beginning of Christian art and architecture. 

It is mnch cooler, and a little rain has been 
falling. A visit of an hour to the Interna- 
tional Horse Show, where some very fine 
jumping was seen, helped to pass the after- 
noon, and before the Embassy banquet to- 
night Their Majesties visited a few typical 
Roman palaces. , 

For to-morrow a long tour has been mapped 
out to beauty spots in Alban and Sabine Hille, 
but if the rain continnes, a change of plan 
may be necessary. 


KING GEORGE'S CUP. 
ROME, Thursday. 

This afiernoon King George and Queen 
Mary, together with Ring Victor and Queen 
Elena, attended the Horse Show in the 
Piazza Di Siena, for one of the competitions 
of which King George had offered a silver 
cup. Thousands had assembled in the 
brilliant sunshine to welcome’ the Kings and 
Queens, who were accompanied: by the Prin- 
cesses, Mafalda and Giovapna and their 
British and Italian suites. King George 
was wearing undress military uniform. 

The Royal party was received by the Horse 
Show officials, Sir Ronald Graham and Signor 
Mussolini, ho escorted them. fo the Roval 
box, the route being red carpeted and lined 
with Curassiers. 

In addition to the competition for King 
George's cup, there was a cup given by King 
Victor, and in each case the cups were pre- 
sented to the wimer by the Sovereigns. 

A pretty incident occurred when the young 
bride, Princess Yolanda, arrived quite unex- 
nectedly with her husband—their first ap- 
pearance in Rome since the wedding—and 
affectionately kissed her mother and Queen 
Marv. 

This evening Their Majesties were present 
at a banquet given-in their honour at the 
British Embassy by Sir Ronald Graham and 
Lady Sybil Graham. The facade af tne 
British Embassy was jliuminated, as were also 
the beantiful gardens for which the Embassy 
is celebrated. 

Dinner was laid for sixty. Court officials 
were present, also Signor Mussolini and the 
members of the Cabinet, General Diaz, Duke 
Della Vittoria, Admiral Thaon De Revel, and 
the Duke and the Duchess of Aosta. 

After dinner a reception’ was held in the 
beautiful ballroom of the Embassy, which was 
attended by the whole of official and aristo- 
cratic Rome, and formed a magnificently bril- 
liant scene. The reception ended compara- 
tively early, as the King and Queen are look- 
ing forward to an interesting and strenuous 
morning to-morrow, and wished fo retire to

RUSSIAN CENSORSHIP.

OUR CORRESPONDENT 
LEFT MOSCOW. 


Two weeks ago our Correapondent in 
Russia was asked to demand from the 
Noviet Government the right, accorded all 
correspondents in free countries, of eend- 
ing out news without censorship. This 
wae refused him, and he has left. Russia. 
The following dispatch was recewed 
Jrom him last night — 

RIGA, Thursday. | 

The truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth cannot be told from Russia to-day. 
‘ine Russian censorships are Communist cen- 
sorships. What is favourable to the Com- 
munistic cause and Bolshevik Russia is not 
touched by the Censor, but everything else is 
emasculated, denaturalised,: distorted, or de- 
stroyed, with the. exception of the inconse- 
quential. 

Russian censorship has no rules or regula- 
Its sole object is to influence public 
opinion abroad regarding Communism and the 
Soviet Government. 

lt passes or suppresses the . news of the 
nation daily in order to influence the readers 
of the world’s newspapers. 

For eight months I have been trying to tell 
as much truth about Russia as I was able to 
discover, without regard as to whether the 
facts shed the favourable or unfavourable 
light ‘upon the Bolshevik régime. Frequently 
the dispatches were altered and frequently 
they were suppressed. The climax of the 
battle came with the Roman Catholic trials. 

With the discovery that a military coup had 
heen plenned, arid with the sudden knowledge 
that the whole religious world had turned 
against them, for the religious trials a sharpen- 
ing of the censorship was begun, and made 
honest reporting impossible for journalists. 

Few «outsiders realise that only one side is 
given in news irom Moscow. Many are 
deceived by despatches passed, which they 
believe inimical to the Bolshevists. Even 
Bishop Blake, who walked so gently and 
naively into the lions’ den of Russia’s so- 
called Reformed Church, without the magic 
formula of Daniel, spoke tolerantly of the 
censorship. “Jt surely cannot be bad,” 
Bishop Blake told me. “TI have just read 
your Easter story, in which it is narrated 
that the Communists shouted ‘Down with the 
Church ' and ‘ Down with God.’ The Censor 
who permitted vou to send that surely was 
liberal and fair.” 

Bishop Blake did not realise that. to the 
Communist soul, sympathising with the 
Atheistic movement, such despatches were 
approved’ and pot censored. The “ Soviet 
Censor abe suppresses all despatches, 
whether containing bald facts, interpretations 
of facts, or the views of any person, institu- 
tion, or party, in any way criticising or 
afiecting the proletariat dictatorship, the in- 
terests of the Commanist Party, or the posi- 
tion of the Soviet Government in the eyts 
of the world. ie 

The Soviet censorship. takes the position 
that it has the right to so alter or suppress 
despatches as affect the formation of opmiou 
abroad. .

It was diterwards stated that it was only 
by an accident that Vororvsky was admitted 
to Bwitzerland, and during his stay at Lan- 
sanne there have been insistent demands made 
in certain quarters for his expuision, notably 
by the Italian residents. : 

Last Sundar a delegate of the Swiss National 
League, a hody holding Fascisti principles, 
called af the Hotel Cecil to see Vorovsky, 
but was received by Ahrens.

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“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


When the question of the Irish deportations 
was first raised one of the few Unionist 
members to contend that the procedure was 
illegal was Sir Bingsley Wood. He aiter- 
wards introduced s private members bill, 
making it compulsory for the Home Secretary 
who issued any such order to notify the 
Advisory Committee within twenty-four 
hours, and, for the Committee to report on 
the matter within seven days. Though that 
bill has been under the consideration of the 
Cabinet, it is not likely to get any farther 
in the House of Commons this session. Sir 
Kingsley Wood has accordingly intimated his 
intention of raising the. question in another 
way when the Committee stage of the Criminal 
Justice Bill, which has already been passed 
by the House of Lords, is reached in the 
House of Commons. The bill, which was m- 
troduced by the Lord Chancellor, is wide in 
its scope, and seeks to amend the law in 
relation to the administration of justice 
generally; and Sir Kingsley Wood proposes 
to add a new clause in regard to the powers of 
the rome Secretaty relating to the deporta- 
tion of British subjects. 

TL provides that no person referred to in 
any deportation order shall be required to 
proceed to, or to reside in, any place outside 
Great Britain. The Advisory Committee must 
report within twenty-one days whether the 
order was reasonable or just, and the po 
concerned ghall bave the right to be heard. 
The Restoration of Order in Ireland Act, the 
clause proposes, shal] be repealed as from 
March 24, 1924, the object of this provision 
being to secure that that measure shall not 
hecome s permanent, part of the Statute Book. 
If events. in Ireland warrant it, however, it 
ean, after Parliamentary disctission, be con- 
tinued in the usual way in the Expiring Laws 
Continuance Bill of the wear. 

It is. finally, proposed that no order vary- 
ing the provisions of the Act shall be valid 
until st has been laid before Parliament, and 
unless. and until, hoth Houses by resolution 
have approved the order; nor, if any modifi- 
cations are agreed to by both Houses, other- 
wise than as so modified. The object of this 
suggestion is to endeavour to meet the 
criticism made by Lord Justice Scrutton im 
the Art O'Brien appeal.

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THE GOVERNING COMMISSION. 


The Timea im a leading article comments 
upon yesterday's debate in the House of 
Commons on matters of foreign polcy, when 
Sir John Simon raised the question of an 
eatraordinary ordinance which was proclaimed 
in the region of the Sear Basin in March on 
the occasion of a miners’ strike by the 
Governing Commission of the League of 
Nations, and which ordinance, 7’he T'imes 
says, is certainly at variance with the prin- 
ciples on which the League of Nations is based. 
The Governing Commission that acts in the 
name, and with the authority, of the League 
is composed of a Frenchman, a Belgian, a 
Dane, and a representative of the Saar. The 
Frenchman, M. Rault, presides; the Belgian 
and the Dane are in sympathy with the French 
representative; the representative of the Saar 
population, recently appointed, is apparently 
& very pliable individual. and the Canadian, 
Mr. Waugh. finds himself perpetually in the 
minority. Thus. in the trying work of routine 
administration the French point of view is 
acerwhelmingly predominant in the Commis- 
sion, and in the excitement of an acute conflict 
with Germany, which might infect the German 
inhabitants of the Saar. the desire of the 
French to protect their special interests is, 
perhaps. naturally, but at any rate most strik- 
mngiv, reflected in the extraordinary measures 
taken in the name of the League of Nations. 

The just balance of rights and interests for 
which the League should stand is overset at 
the critical moment by the League's own 
executive organ. We have always refused to 
agree with the cynical view that the League 
is a mere pretence, a hypocritical 
pretext, under the cover of which certain 
Powers merrily pursue selfish interests with a 
certain economy of the open force they might 
otherwise have to employ. That crude con- 
ception of the League has never been justified 
in fact. The still feeble international institu- 
tion is an embryo, a beginning, a promise of 
better things. Ite imperfections are sadly 
obvious, but it would be disastrous if the 
League of Nations were allowed to fall into 
contempt. Its errors must be corrected by a 
stronger insistence on its real purpose. It 
would be wildly impracticable in present 
circumstances to entrust the League now with 
the tremendous task of solving the Ruhr 
problem, and the still more complicated 
problem of ‘reparations.

Mr. Figgis said that he felt that the right 
attibude to take was. the attiude he had 
felt right to take himself—that the Treat 
and the Constitution were fixed pringiples at 
their State, and that it was idle and futile 
to go back on them.

He was not impressed by the peace condi- 
tions, statements, or proclamations, The ex- 
amination of them had not convinced him that 
there was any real intention to make peace— 
none whatever, Just about the time when 
the first document came in a letter had been 
found in the house of Ernie O'Malley — 

‘The men are wonderful], with all the trials 
they have to put up with. There are peace 
negotiations going on at present, and a truce | 
has been arranged temporarily. The truce 
only applied to the I.R.A. The Free State 
ave not recognising it, as they are raiding 
wholesale. The peace negotiations will be 4 
great success. The Free State Government 
cannot accept it, as the terms are a breach 
of the Free State Constitution. But the Irish 
people will accept it at present, as they would 
take anything for peace. The truce will not 
last long, as we are expecting a reply from 
the Free Siate—a negative, of course. The 
war will then start again. There has been a 
lot ci work done lately.” 

VIEWS CONFIRMED. 

That letter confirmed his (Mr. Cosgrave’s) 
own view when he saw the first letter from 
Mr. de Valera. The Government had acted 
as if the proposals were straight from the 
commencement, What was the sue in this 
business? Was it peace or political careers 
for the people who waged destruction and 
disorder through the country for the last ten 
months? If it was peace. and they subscribed 
to the demociatic principle that they men- 
tioned in their letters, what was to prevent 
peac e? 

Was it because they wanted to get the half. 
million that was in Amertiea, and that the Go- 
vernment would have to tax the people to 
pay!’ Was it becanse the Government would 
not seal up in barracks all through the 
country the arms which the Irregulars would 
be freo to use and get at any time that they 
took it into their heads to interview a bank 
manhayer: 

tt had been stated that it was rather un- 
fortunaic that a statement was made at one 
tine that a hundred or two hundred armed 
men could hold up the country. The Govern- 
ment were going to see, before they went out 
of office. that that fetish was exploded, even 
if an important section of the community 
sent members to tell them that they would not 
stand for action of that -kind. 

FREE ELECTION. 

What did the sealed arms mean’? ‘‘A free 
election? He did not think so. If the 
“free election’ was not right, those people 
could get the arms and impose their will 
upon the people. When there was a real 
honest effort made on the part of anyone act- 
ing tor the Irregulars or Kepublicans, or the 
people who were promoting disorder in the 
country, to come to their senses and make 
peace the Government would deliyer the 
goods. (lear, hear.) 

They had no intention of relaxing one single 
soldier from. his duty until they knew where 
they stood in this business. They would be 
failing in their duty to the country if. they 
did so until they knew where they were in 
this business. he messages that they got 
from all parts of the country were that people 
were full of fear and apprehension that the 
Government would enter into any negotiations 
that might mortgage the future liberty of this 
country. 

Let them examine the proposals in any way 
they pleased, and they would find that, so 
far ag the party that was promoting disorder 
was concerned, they were prepared to accept 
peace only if they were given a guarantee of 
a lease of political life. The Goveruinent were 
not going to give them that guarantee. He 
did not think that any statement like this 
was going to hinder or postpone the making 
of peace for one single hour. 

The Government had said from the be- 
ginning that they were prepared to wipe the 
slate clean, buí they were not prepared to 
take any risk with regard to the possession of 
arms by people who did not realise their re- 
sponsibilities as’ citizéns. They bad got 
undertakings before, and they knew what the 
result was. What made the Executive most 
suspicious about these people was the fact 
that they would never condemn any person 
in this country at the present moment who 
committed any disorder, however criminal it 
might be, because it lent to the size of the 
irregular problem. 

If one were to make peace with them to- 
morrow it would not mean a perfectly normal 
life. There would still be trouble, and there 
would still be a duty on the Government. to 
act sternly with regard to these people. They 
couid not have peace at the price that was 
asked. (Applause.) 

The House adjourned at 8.15 till 3 o'clock 
to-day.

ANNUAL REPORT OF DUBLIN 
AID SOCIETY. 

The Right Hon. the Lord Chief Justice pre- 
sided yesterday at the annual meeting of the 
friends and supporters of the Roman Catholic 
Discharged Female Prisoners’ Aid Society, 
Henrietta street, Dublin. 

The statement of accounts showed that ex- 

penditure exceeded income by £311 17s. 9d. 
_ The report stated that owing to the great 
crease in expenditure in recent years it was 
extremely dithoult to maintain the various 
branches of the Society's work with the money 
at its disposal. Without the aid of the Sisters 
of Charity it would have béen impossible to 
continue the work of rescue. Although about 
7,009" meals and bed have been given to the 
poor of Dublin by the Sisters of Charity, the 
municipal taxes payable in respect of the 
buildings amount to over £96. Since the war 
increased cost of materials and food had 
drained the funds of the Society. and consider- 
able anxiety wae felt as to the future. 

in the Night Refuge during the year 707 
applicants had been provided with supper, 
hed, and breakfast; situations were provided 
for 56. daily work in the laundry was given to 


520 visite were made to prisoners in the cells. 
The Chairman gaid that his long co tion 
with the Society led him to entertain @-very.

CHURCHES AND T.C.D. 


LORD CARSON’S VIEWS 
IN THE LORDS, 
-———+- 


Lord Carson, in the House of Lords yester- 

day, asked the Government to publish as a. 
Parliamentary paper, a statement of the 
financial relations between Great Britain and 
the Free State of Southern Ireland, showing 
the effect of recent legislation in the revenues 
of both countries, and any adjustments that 
would have been made between them. He 
said thet he put the question in order to. 
draw attention to the fact that no material 
.whatever had been furnished showing the 
changes that had been made by recent legis 
iation, The matter was causing the gravest 
anxiety. It was now & year and a half 
since the surrender bill went through Parlia- 
ment, and no information had yet been given 
on thie matter, Whether the matter was 
ever really considered y the late, or, indeed, 
by the present Government, he did not know 
but there must be information as to what ha 
been going on and what was now going on, 
and their lordships were entitled to know 
what was gding on. It — not to be the 
nrivate property of Hig Majesty's Govern- 
ment, They had never hed any statement 
of account in between the British Exchequer 
and the Irish Free State showing receipts, 
payments, and the value of the property 
taken over by the Free State, or the value of 
stores supplied by the British Government, 
ór how this matter had been dealt with. Nor 
haj they seen any statement showing how 
the questions of Customs and income tax were 
deait with in the past year. 
' They ought to knew how much had been 
handed over from the Excise on liquor to the 
Free State Government. He had not the 
faintest idea how the income tax had been 
dealt with as between the two countries us 
regarded members of the Free State who 
might be living over here or elsewhere out 
of Ireland. e understood that the Free 
State Government were now collecting their 
own Customs and also their own income tax. 
He wanted to know if there were to be 
corresponding Customs on goods for the 
Free State, would there be a Customs barrier 
in this country against these goods, or how 
would they be dealt with’ As regarded 
income tax, he should like to know what was 
to Mm in guch a case as this. Take the 
ease of an Irishman who is domiciled both 
here and in Ireland, and who has property 
in both countries. In which country was: he 
to be taxed? It ought to be made perfectly 
clear whether an Irishman living in this 
country, and paying tax here, will have to 
add any money from property in Ireland to 
his income tax in this country for the purpose 
of the super-tax. On these very complicated 
questions there has not been given a single 
hit of information. Very grave apprehensions 
had arisen in Ireland, ied there were many 
developments by reason of the relation of 
the Free State to the United Kingdom which 
never had been contemplated. 

THE CASE OF THE CHURCHES. 

He should like to know how they were to 
be dealt with He would take one— 
the case of the Protestant Episcopalian 
Church .in Ireland. It had,’ under- 
stood, funds of about nine millions 
invested in British securities. The majority 
of the Church members were probably in the 
North of Ireland, but, at the same time, the 
Representative Body set up under the Church 
Act was situated in the Free State, and con- 
sequently the domicile, as he understood the 
law, of fhe Church Body was in the Free 
State, although the bulk of the property was 
in the six counties. What was going to 
happen unless there was a change of the Jaw? 
He understood that the Government by their 
proclamation had stated that where in Acts 
of Parliament the words ‘‘ United Kingdom ”’ 
were nsed they were not to include the Free 
State. Under the Income Tax Act of 1843 
there was given back to charitable institu- 
tions, which included churches, the amount 
that was deducted from investments made in 
this country. If the South of Ireland was no 
longer to be subject to the taxation of this 
country, and was no longer under the Income 
Tax Act of 1843, or, as he understood was the 
case, the result would be that no longer was 
it possible for the British Government to give 
back to the Church, as they bad up to this 
year, the tax which had been deducted at the 
source. 

When he told their lordships ‘that the 
amount in the case of thé Episcopalian Church 
in Ireland ‘would be £98,000 a year they 
would see what a deadly blow would be in- 
flicted on the Church unless something was 
done. It was not only this Church, but other 
Churches would be affected. All have funds 
invested in this country and would be treated 
in the same way. 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

Take Trinity College, Dublin, which was 
faced with ruin. How did it fare by reason 
of the setting up of the Free State? It lost 
£350,000 2 year which was given under the Act 
of 19124. in the state of want in which they 
were between 1920 and the passing of the 
Surrender Treaty they, thinking they would 
be sure to get this £30,000, proceeded to spend 
it. What was the result? They could not 
get it out of their rents, because nowhere in 
Ireland had any rent been paid for two years: | 
They had about £5,000 that used to be re- 
turned to them as a charitable institution for 
moneys invested in this country, so that un- 
less something was done, what they were 
really doing by the present policy and want 
of foresight in the hurry to get away trom 
Ireland was, they were inflicting wrongs on 
the Protestant population which could not be 
measured merely in money. He was told the 
Other day by an Irish Archbishop that one 
of the most popular churches which he had 
known from his childhood was going to be 
closed. 

I think, Lord Carson concluded, that the 
time is come when we ought to be furnished 
with the fullest possible material as to how 
the policy of the Government is working. 

COMPLICATED AND DIFFICULT, 

The Duke of Devonshire said that this ques- 
tion was an extremely complicated and diffi- 
cult one. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had already stated that he was quite pre- 
pared to consider the preparation of a return, 
though he could not do it immediately. He 
would consult with the Chancellor, and hoped 
that they. might be able to lay 
dealing with the points raised. 
give the noble lord an assurance on one specific 
point. From representations which the Govern- 
ment had received, it, was quite clear that a 
large part of the income of seme of the 
Irish Free State churches and charities wat 
derived from sécurities invested in this 
country.

EAR-MARKING IRISH 
EXPORT CATTLE. - 


NEW REGULATIONS AT 
LANDING PORTS. 

In connection with the recent order of the 
British Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
amending the regulations with regard to the 
landing of Irish animals and their subsequent 
movement in Great Britain a further regula- 
tion is about to be introduced whereby cattle, 
before leaving the g places, must be 
earmarked with a metal tag bearing a num- 
ber, by means of which the animal can be 
identified in the event of its being subse- 
quently suspected of disease. It was at first, 
as in the case.of Canadian eattle, sought to 
have the tagging process’ carried out ore 
the landing of the animal in Great Britain, 
but, in the course of correspondence with ‘the 
British authorities, followed by a conference 
of officials in London, the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction so suc- 
_cesefully represented the difficulties and in- 
convenience which would arise from this plan 
at; Free State ports that it was ag to 
transfer the tagging to the British landing 
places, where it is proposed to have it carried 


cere. 

In order, however, that the system should 
fully serve its purpose, it was stipulated that 
the present factlities for tracing cattle to the 
locality of origin should ‘be improved, and 
the Department have, consequently, in pre- 
paration a new Order in which the existing 
relevant provisions are, altered to that end.) 
Under this Order the declaration which at 
present is required to accompany cattle to the 
port of shipment must contain not only a de- 
scription of the animals and the names of the 
persons from whom, and place at which, 
they were purchased, but also the brands or 
other private marks by which the cattle will) 
be identified in the British landing places. 
In addition, where the cattle are consigned 
by railway, the declaration must be counter- 
signed by the stationmaster at the station 
ne cg sisi or by a member of the local 

ice. 

ADVANTAGEOUS TO IRISH TRADE. 

It is anticipated that the new arrangements 
will prove advantageous to the Irish cattle 
trade as a whole. At present, where a case, 
or a suspected case, of foot-and-mouth disease 
is discovered amongst Irish animals across 
Channel, the necessary investigation in Ireland 
occupies a considerable time, and meantime 
the export live stock trade is entirely sus- 
pended, or at least limited to animals’ for 
slaughter in the landing places. The new 
system, providing as it does an expeditious 
means of associating any suspected animal 
with its place of origin, should reduce the 
period of oe to a minimum, as, even if 
the centre of infection is not at once dis- 
covered, the locality may be placed under re- 
strictions pending further enquiries, thus en- 
abling export from the rest of the country to 
be resumed. The tagging system is one which 
the Department would have been glad to 
avoid, but they believe that since it had to be 
accepted, the arrangements about to be made 
in connection with it are those best calculated 
to serve the interests of the cattle trade 
generally. 

The Department of Agriculture expect all

ree State to make themselves familiar with 
the new requirements, so that they may be 
in a position to comply with the conditions 
when the Order comes into operation, and 
thus enable the cattle export trade to continue 
without interruption. 


THE SCOURGE OF 
CONSUMPTION.

A GREAT HOSPITAL’S 
GOOD WORK. 


Major E. H. C. Wellesley presided at the 
annual meeting, in Dublin yesterday, of the 
Board of Governors of the Royal National 
Hospital for Consumption in Ireland. 

The Governors’ report stated that the State 
provision manera Nos in we ig the “a 

ign against tuberculosis, tho arge, does | 
“mg ober all the ground,’ but teaves afiple, 
scope for private benevolence; for, to men- 
tion one circumstance only, there are many 

sons who are not insured, or capable of 

ing insured, under the Acts, and so are 
outside the benofits thereby conferred. That 
the provision made by the Insurance Aois 
cau be utilised both more efficiently and more 
economically by a large institution than by a 
number of smaller ones in different parts of 
the country can hardly be questioned. 

As regards the question of finance, the 

sition of the hospital, though somewhat” 
fetter than in 1921, ís still far from setis- 
factory. The year closed with a debt die 
to the bank of ‘nearly £3,200, and this over- 
draft causes the Board much concern. 

EARLY TREATMENT NECESSARY. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption cf 
the report, said that their medical report, 
while satisfactory, emphasised. the fact that 
better results were to be obtained by early 
treatment of tubérculosis. Unfortunately 
many patients put off medical and 
sanitorium treatment until their cases were 
almost hopeless. The Board desired in every 
way that they could to back up that pro- 
nouncement. Better results might also be 
obtained, in the opinion of the resident medi- 
cal officer, if patients were enabled and a- 
clined to remain longer. 

“- Our financial position, though somewhat 
better than last year, ia,” said the Chairman, 
“still causing much anxiety to your 
Board. The cost of maintenance has been 
reduced by nearly 2s:. per day per patient 
by rigid and careful management, without 
reducing the supply and quality of the food, 
but, unfortimately, we have lost many sub- 
scribers, and are likely to lose more, not 
only through death, but owing to supporters 
leaving Ireland.” There were many patients, 
he continued, who desired to come to the 
hospital, but who were not insured under 
the Acts, and they could only be admitted 
by subscribers’ letters, and, of course, im 
most cases those patients could not pay for 
their maintenance. It was, therefore, neces- 
sary,’ if the hospital was to continue its use- 
fulness, that a large sum should be raised by 
subcription. ; 

Mr. George B. Symes seconded the motion, 
which was passed. 

THE HOSPITAL'S WORK. 

Mr. William Crofton, in proposing that the | 
thanks of the meeting be given to 
the staff for the efficient manner 
in which they had discharged their duties, 
said that it was an important thing to show 
their appreciation of the way in which the 
medical and nursing staff carried out their 
duties. , 

There could be no qnestion their hospital 
was pioneering the method of ba tuber- 
culosis. One saw in the Press constantly about 
the wonderful new method of treatment. 
“We have had in our hands,” he declared, 
for the last ten or twelve years a method of 
preventative inoculation which has proved to 
be efficient and successful not only by its use 
in Dublin, but by Drs. Gillespie and Trimble 
in Belfast.’ It was quite a simple method, 
the doctor explained, involving no illness of 
the patient as in the case of small-pox inocu- 
lation—on the contrary, allowing him to 
pursue his ordinary work. In organs like the 
lungs, which were vital, any disease of them 
was very serious, and the treatment required 
to be prolonged, It took six months nearly 
to complete the course of inoculation, so that 
if patients were taken away before the course 
of treatment was complete the money er- 
pended might as well have been thrown away. 

Dr. Croften gave & brief outline of the 
success thet attended the treatment advocated 
by -him. In actual cases, he explained, 
galloping consumption had been arrested, 
and the patients were now well and strong. 
i“ “I ‘say that any method of treatment that 
can accomplish such results is a very won- 
.derful one, and this hospital is pioneering it 
for the world,” he added. The work, how- 
ever, could not be carried out in the efficient 
manner they desired, unless the hospitals re- 
ceived @ grant from the State for each patient 
treated there. That was a question that 
would have to be tackled, and he hoped that 
their new Government would be able to tackle 
it as soon as they got the ship of State safely 
afloat. (Applause.) 3

The fourth day of the Feis Ceoil seemed 
to excite intreased interest so far as the 
general musical public is concerned. Through-

The young singers, less liable to adopt 
platform tricks, showed up better than their 
elders. 

Mr. O'Neill said that he was dissatisfied 
with the Irish of the songs, which was bad. 
The writer had made the great mistake of 
translating abstract English into Irish words, 
and the result was failure. The Irish he had 
been listening to was Irish seen through a 
veil—only a shadow of Irish. Of the 22 com- 

titors, there was. only one of whése words 
it might be said ‘‘ That's Irish.” Everyone 
could not have the country “voice” when 
speaking Irish, but the ‘‘suburban’’ voice was 

together unsuitable for the language. Many 
of the singers expressed the feelings of sun- 
shine, storm, parting, as if they were the 
most casual every-day happenings. 

With regard to the male voices, Dr. Terry 
said that the basses were better than the 
tenors. . Most of both were untrained, but 
that was not altogether a handicap án the 
singing of folk songs; for it Ársa the use 
of modern sophistications. One singer, who 
took a wrong pace, brought out the sentiment 
of the song perfectly.

not enough. One pair of singers sang par- 
ticularly ‘well, but they had a poor 
song. It* was a great pity, when there 
was so much good music in the world, 
that talent like theirs should be wasted on 
poor stuff. Two other singers pronounced 
very badly, but it was one of the few in- 
stances of the kind that he had heard during 
the Feis. There was sometimes a tendency 
to link words together, and the effect of that 
was very funny—viz., letstoo, for example. 
Some of the singers did not listen to the 
opening chord, with the result that they sang 
sharp right through. In only one case was 
there noticeable bad vibrato. Singers should 
keep their teeth well apart, and should not 
tighten the face muscles. Another important 
thing was to get a good grip on the initial 
consonants. They should not trust too much 
to the marks on the copy, as they were only 
there as a general guide. Some of the candi- 
dates seemed to forget that the pianoforte 
was part of the song. It was very essential 
to consider what the accompanist was doing. 
The first prize winners sang with magnificent 
ring in both voices. The tone was really 
beautiful, and, by way of fault, he had only 
to tell them to keep their eyes and noses out 
of the music. 

Vhe work of the candidates in the mixed 
vocal duet competition was delightful all 
round. The variety of the choice of the

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DEPORTEE'S COMPLAINT. 


Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County) asked 
the Minister for Defence whether he received 
two applications from Sarah McDermott, now 
interned in Mountjoy, to appear before the 
Advisory Committee dealing with deportees 
from Britain; whether any communication was 
received from a solicitor acting upon her 
behalf with the same demand, and, if so, what 
reply was sent’ Also, whether he has re- 
cerved any complaint alleging an assault upon 
this prisoner on Thursday night. he 26th 
ultimo, by four women searchers; whether 
any complaint of this nature was made to the 
(tovernor of the Prison, and, if so, whether 
he is prepared to make a statement on the 
matter. 

The Minister for Defence (General Mulcahy) 
said that two applications were received from 
Miss Sarah McDermott to appear before the 
Advisory Committee dealing with deportees 
from Britain. The original of these applica- 
tions, which was dated 12th March, and ad- 
dressed to Mr. Bridgeman, appeared to have 
miscarried.

GOVERNMENT’S PLAN, 


The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr.

The effect of having one official censor 
would not seriously re-act on  film- 
renters. He was inclined to agree with 
Deputy Magennis that the penalty for show- 
ing a picture in respect of which a certificate 
had been refused should be of an amount 
that would ensure that the picture shduld not 
be presented. 

The second reading of the bill was passed. 


THE FINANCE BILL. 


The debate on the Committee stage of the 
Finance Bill was resumed. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis, speaking on Clause 1, 
which provides for an income tax of 5s. in the 
£, said that he believed that the whole range 
of taxation should be overhauled. He be- 
lieved that if the income tax were dropped 
from Ss. to 4s. 6d. it would not result in any 
loss to the Treasury. The Minister for 
Finance had told them that if such a reduc- 
tion were made it would resu]t in a loss of 
£350,000. But there were conditons that 
upset that calculation. 

It was known now, as a fact, that a large 
number of people had removed from this 
country. because of the different scale of 
income tax under which their income would 
be larger in England than in Ireland. Not 
only had citizens of the Free State been 
removing themselves, but some of those who 
remained had removed their banking business 
to England, and the returns made by the 
English banks were made at the rate of 
4s. 6d. in the, £. That money had been 
collecfed by people resident in England and 
transferred to their relatives in England, and 
the consequence was that the ‘Free State was 
losing not only 6d. in the £, but 4s. 6d. in 
the £, as the income tay was accruing to the 
advantage of the Government of England, 
instead of to the advantage «f the Gcvern- 
ment of the Free State. He urged the 
Minister to consider this fact, and to reduce 
the income tax by 6d. in ike £, which weu!d 
he believed, result in gain rather than loss 

The section was arreed to.

KILDARE LAWSUIT SETTLED. 

At the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, yester- 
day, before Mr. Jnstice Pim and a city special 
jury, the action Brooks and another y.

The plaintiffs were John Brooks and Owen 


Brooks, both of Leixlip, Co. Kildare, farmers. 


and the defendant Mrs. Bridget Brooks, of 
St. Catherine’s, Leixlip, widow. The plaintiffs 
claimed to be the executors appointed under 
the last will and testament, with codicil, of 
Terence Brooks, deceased, farmer, late of St. 
Catherine’s, Leixlip, who died on the Wth 
September, 1922, the will and one codicil 
bearing dates 20th August, 1908, and 3rd 
March, 1910, respectively, and they claimed 
to have the grant of letters of administration 
intestate to the defendant, dated 22nd Novem- 
ber, 1922, revoked and declared null and void, 
and to have the will and codicils established. 
The defence was the usual statutory pleas. 
_Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., Mr. W. Carrigan, 
K.C., and Mr. James Murnaghan (instructed 
vy Messrs. Brown and McCann) appeared for 
the plaintiffs; and Mr. J. C. R. Lardner, 
K.C., Mr. James Sealy, K.C., and Mr. T. C. 
Tobias (instructed by Mr. R. Norman Potter- 
ton) appeared for the defence. Messrs. Little 
and Cullen, solicitors, appeared for Mrs. Mary 
Martin, 73 Oxmantown road, Dublin, a 
daughter of the deceased. 

After the special jury had been sworn, 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., announced that terms of 
settlement had been agreed to. The action 
was brought to prove the will of a gentleman 
named Terence Brooks, of St. Catherine’s, 
near Leixlip, who died on the Wth September, 
1922. The defence was the usual pleas of want 
of exetution, want of testamentary capacity, 
and a charge of undue influence against a 
brother of the testator, which charge had 
been withdrawn as a result of the arrange- 
ment that had been come to between the 
parties.

They. did not live in the moon, They had 
to face the grim realities of the situation, 
and they found, in the Treaty solemnly 
agreed to between Ireland and England, that 
one of the most vital of the clauses under the 
Treaty was that the six North-Eastern 
counties were permitted to remain outside the 
ambit of a united Ireland, and that when 
they decided to go outside that ambit a 
Boundary Commission would be set up to de, 
cide what was to be the area to be controlled 
by the North-Eastern Parliament. 

THE BOUNDARY COMMISSION, 

They asked that this Treaty should be put 
in operation. The South of. Ireland had 
fought for the Treaty, and had kept their 
solemn promise. (Cheers.) They had made 
many sacrifices in order to show that they 
were honourable men, The South 
Ireland had been drenched with blood, 
and ruin and destruction of lives 
and property had taken place in 
order that the solemn word of the signa- 
tories to that Treaty should be kept by the 
nation. (Hear, hear.) But if those sacri- 
fices were made, it was not for part of the 
Treaty, but for all of the Treaty. 

They demanded, here and now, in their 
own interest, as well as in the genera] in- 
terest of the peace of the whole nation, that 
a Boundary Commission should be set up and 
that the position should be made clear, so 
that they should know who were to control 
their destinies—that they might proceed to 
discharge their duties and leave their re- 
sponsibilities until the time came when 
natural forces, economic interests, and in- 
dustrial demands would make Ireland what 
Ireland would be yet if they had the courage 
and the wisdom to lay anarchy, bloodshed, 
and murder to one side, amongst all sections, 
and to comsecrate themselves to the task af 
trying, by ~peacefal and constitutional means, 
to bring together North and South, so that 
in common harmony and a spirit of matual 
concord they might achieve that great

QUESTIONS. 
IRISH “MERCANTILE FLAG, 


The Speaker took the chair at 5.10 o'clock, 

Alderman De Roiste (Cork) attended, and 
took the oath and signed the roll. 

Mr. Figgis asked the Minister for Industry 
and. Commerce whether he was aware that 
irish ships were under the necessity of flying 
ihe British flag in foreign ports and on the 
high seas, because no steps had been taken to 
establish an Irish mercantile flag. 

The Minister for Agriculture, replying for 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, said 
that it was not correct to state that no steps 
had been taken in regard to the establishment 
of an Irish mercantile flag, as the matter had 
already been given consideration. It was 
involved in the general question of the 
merchant shipping code, which was 4 
very complicated matter, and must necessar}ly 
take time to settle. 


DEPORTEE’S COMPLAINT. 


Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County) asked 
the Minister for Defence whether he received 
two applications from Sarah McDermott, now 
interned in Mountjoy, to appear before the 
Advisory Committee dealing with deportees 
from Britain; whether any communication was 
received from a solicitor acting upon her 
behalf with the same demand, and, if so, what 
reply was sent? Also, whether he has re- 
ceived any complaint alleging an assault upon 
this prisoner on Thursday night. ‘be 26th 
ultimo. by four women searchers; whether 
any complaint of this natare was made to the 
(iovernor of the Prison, and, if so, whether 
he is prepared to make a statement on the 
matter. 

The Minister for Defence (General Mulcahy) 
sgid that two applications were received from 
Miss Sarah McDermott to appear before the 
Advisory Committee dealing with deportees 
from Britain. The original of these applica- 
tions, which was dated 12th March, and ad- 
dressed to Mr. Bridgeman, appeared to have 
rriscarried. No communication was received 
from a sclicitor acting on Miss McDermott’s 
behalf. 

It was understood — game had —_ 
made respecting an alleged assault on thie 
prisoner ay the night of Thursday, the 26th 
ulto. On that night Miss McDermott, with 
others, was being removed from Mountjoy 
Prison to the North Dublin Union. 
The prisoners were searched preparatory 
to their transfer. Miss McDermott refused to 
be searched. said that she was going to kill 
whoever would lay hands on her, and when 
an attempt was made by one woman to search 
her she caught this woman by the hair, threw 
her on the ground, and rendered her uncon- 
scious by banging her head against the ground 
before she could be disentangled. She was 
witimetely restrained by three women 
searchers, while being searched by a fourth. 

Mr. Johnson asked what was the necessity 
jor searching people who had been in prison 
jor weeks, prior to removing them to other 
prisons. 

The Minister for Defence replied that it was 
very necessary to search prisoners from time 
to time, even though they were not being 
removed, and it did no harm when opening a 
new camp to search everybody going into it. 


CENSORSHIP OF FILMS. 


GOVERNMENT’S PLAN. 


The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr. 
© Higgins) moved the second reading of the 
Censorship of Films Bill, 1923. He said that 
come two months ago a deputation came to 
him, tepresenting various bodies interested in 
the » “welfare of the people—the Irish 
Vigilance Association, the Priests’ Social 
Guild of the Catholic Church in Ireland, the 
Vrotestant, Episcopal Church, and the Presby- 
terian Church, and laid before him a view 


which he well knew prevailed rather generally. 


throuch the country, as to the necessity for a 
uniform censorship. 

Hitherto only a purely local censorship was 
attempted, and it was unsatisfactory to the 
veneral public, and to the film renters them- 
ecelves. Dublin Corporation, for instance, 
on the Ist May, 1922, adopted the following 
resolution :—‘“‘ That Dail Eireann be asked to 
appoint a Board of Film Censors for all Ire- 
land.” ‘The bill which was now in the hands 
of deputies did not appoint a Board of Film 
Censors, but provided for the appointment of 
one official Censor, with an appeal to an 
henorary board of five. 

A film renter who considered that he had a 
crievance by reason of a particular picture 
being refused a certificate would be able to 
appeal to this Board, but it would be noted 
that no appeal lay from members of the 
who felt that a 
he certified by the Censer. That, after all, 
would be a matter of verv considerable diff- 
culty in practical application, and if a griev- 
ance of that kind were felt to exist, and if the 
general tone and general standard of the 
ceusorship should be drawn attention to, that 
could be done by deputies in the Dail. 

It would be noted that the biJl, if passed, 
“ould ‘not itivolve any permanent. charge on 
public tunds. Certain initia] expenses, of 
course, would have to be made from the Fx- 
chéequer, but it was the intention that the 
office of Film Censor and the slight establish- 
‘ment that would he necessary would be met 
by tees that would be imposed ou the tim 
renter. 

There hwl heen some Press comments on the 
tubjoct, and he was pleased to note, on the 
whole, that the attitude of people in the film 
industry towards the national film censorship 
wae that it » as 4 Very ood thing und a very 
weleome thing.

DOUBTS. 


Mr. Thomas Johueon (Dublin County) said 
that he was not going to oppose the second 
reading of the bill, but he expressed a certain 
doubt on the efficacy of this kind of cx nsorship 
in securing the object sought. He wondered 
tí it was possible to appoint an individual! 
Censor or Board that wanda dive anything like 
xatisfaction either to the present generation 
or, what was just as important, to the 
next generation. Nearly all the pictures that 
came to Ireland had been censored by a man 
who been eulogised in the Press as a 
most efficient censor and a distinguished Jrish- 
man.. He doubted if the Government, here 
would be more successful in choosing a censor 
who would be really able to meet the 
of the case.

appointment of a single censor. The deputa- 
tion, he thought, asked for a Board of Cen- 
sors, and that, in his opinion, would be more 
acceptable and more effective. He had seen 
films produced in city cinemas that were ob- 
jectionable in the last degree. A number of 
men could come to a more honest decision 
than one individual, and, therefore, he thought 
a Board of Censors should be appointed. 

As regards penalties, the bill did not go 
far enough. 


MINISTER’S REPLY, 


Mr. O’Higgins said that it would be difti- 
cult to find “ca man who would. combine all 
the qualities that would be required in a 
censor. lt would be difficult to meet al) 
tastes and standards of judgment; but, tak- 
ing them all, there must be somewhere an 
average standard of taste and judgment that 
would say that such and such a picture 
Was not a proper one to be shown to the 
youth of the country. The standard and the 
man might not be found immediately, but 
they would come if the public helped. 

He hoped that Deputy Johnson and those 
who acted with him would assist in that 
matter. If the censorship failed to work satis- 
factorily the matter could be brought before 
the House, and so keep in touch with public 
feeling. 

There were, he was informed, 150 cinema 
houses in the country, and very few towns of 
a considerable population were without one. 
There were 31 picture houses in the city of 
Dublin and its suburbs, and there was prob- 
ably a daily average of twenty thousand, most 
of the people being at the impressionable age 
of from eight years to sixteen or seventeen. 
The Government could not afford t» ignore 
the possible effect upon these twenty thousand 
young persons of the continuous presentation 
of improper pictures. 

He believed that the film-renters would wel- 
come this measure, because it would give 
them a standard and certificate. There was a 
great variety of view with regard to pictures, 
but a middle standard between the two ex- 
tremes would be found. One could not have 
a rigid standard that would last for al! time. 
The standard would change, and what would 
ensue would be that the views of decent, re- 
spectable people would be reflected in the 
cinemas. 

The effect of having one official censor 
would (not seriously re-act on  film- 
renters. He was inclined to agree with 
Deputy Magennis that the penalty for show- 
ing a picture in respect of which a certificate 
had been refused should be of an amount 
that would ensure that the picture should not 
be presented. 

The second reading of the bill was passed. 


THE FINANCE BILL. 

The debate on the Committee stage of the 
Finance Bill was resumed. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis, speaking on Clause 1, 
which provides for an income tax of 5s. in the 
£, said that he believed that the whole range 
of taxation should be overhauled. He be- 
lieved that if the income: tax were dropped 
from 5s. to 4s. 6d. it would not result in any 
loss to the Treasury. The Minister for 
Finance had told them that if such a reduc- 
tion were made it would resu]t in a loss of 
£350,000. But there were conditons that 
upset that calculation. 

It was known now, as a fact, that a large 
number of people had removed from this 
country. because of the different scale of 
income tax under which their income would 
be larger in England than in Ireland. Not 
only had citizens of the Free State been 
Ar cities. themselves, but some of those who 
remained had removed their banking business 
to England, and the returns made by the 
English banks were made at the rate of 
4s. 6d. in the,£. That money had been 
collecfed by people resident in England and 
transferred to their relatives in England, and 
the consequence was that the Free State was 
losing not only 6d. in the £, but 4s. 6d. in 
the £, as the income tax was accruing to the 
advantage of the Government of England, 
instead of to the advantage uf the Gcvern- 
ment of the Free State. He urged the 
Minister to consider this fact, and to reduce 
the income tax by 6d. in ihe £, which weu!d, 
he believed, result in gain rather than loss 

The section was agreed to. 

Various other sections vere agreed to, and 
progress was revorted.

AN £11,000 ESTATE. 


BALLYHAUNIS MERCHANT’S 
WILL. 


Before Mr. Justice Samuels and a city 
common jury, the hearing commenced of the 
— case of Frank E. MecNelis and W. 
Kelly v. Richard Henry, in which the plain- 
tiffs, as executors, sought to establish the last 
will of James Henry, merchant, late of Bally- 
haunis, Co. Mayo, dated 1st December, 1921. 
Mr. McNelis, one of the plaintiffs, is a bank 
manager residing in Ballyhaunis, and the other 
plaintiff, Mr. E. W. Kelly, is a farmer resid- 
ing at Churchfield. Knock, Co. Mayo; and the 
defendant, Mr. Richard Henry, son of the 
testator, resides at 41 Upper Mount street, 
Dublin. 

The defendant contested the 
usual statutory grounds. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., Mr. T. Sullivan, K.U., 
and Mr. Carson (instructed by Mr. J. Dillon- 
Leetch) appeared for the plaintiffs; and 
Serjeant Hanna, Mr. Lardner, K.C., and Mr. 
Devitt (instructed by Mr. James Fagan) for 
the defendant. ' | 

It was stated by Mr. Denning, in opening 
the case, that the testator was undoubtedly a 
man who consumed a little too much drink. 
There was no doubt that he drank to excess 
for some years before his death. The case 
which the defendant would probably make was 
either that the testator was drunk when he 
executed the will or that, owing to the fact 
that he consumed so much drink, he was 
incapable of transacting business or disposing 
of his affairs. Both of these allegations were, 
however, absolutely and hopelessly unfounded. 

The defendant was left nothing because he 
had been already provided for. .He had been 
put to the medical profession by his father, 
and had been qualifying for it from 1906 to 
1918. He had incurred a considerable amount 
of debts during that period, which his father 
had to pay. There was some unpleasantness or 
disagreement between his father and himself, 
which culminated in an action being brought 
by the defendant making a glaim to some land, 
with the result that a deed was executed by 
his father giving him a charge of £150 a year 
on the lands. he gross value of the assets 
amounted to about £10,000 or £11,000; the 
debts due to the concern amounted to £5,600, 
and the debts due by the testator amounted 
to £5,646; while the stock-in-trade and furni- 
ture, bequeathed to Miss Maude Henry and 
Mrs. Sarah McNelis, amounted to £2,900. 

Mr. J. Dillon-Leetch, solicitor, proved the 
execution of the will. He stated in his evi- 
dence that the testator was quite capable of 
making his will, and that he never saw him 
in a better mental condition. 

The further hearing was adjourned until to-

KILDARE LAWSUIT SETTLED. 

At the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, yester- 
day, before Mr. Justice Pim and a city special 
jury, the action Brooks and another v. Brooks 
was listed for hearing. 

The plaintiffs were John Brooks and Owen 
Brooks, both of Leixlip, Co. Kildare, farmers. 
and the defendant Mrs. Bridget’ Brooks, of 
St. Catherine's, Leixlip, widow. The plaintiffs 
claimed to be the executors appointed under 
the last will and testament, with codicil, of 
Terence Brooks, deceased, farmer, late of St. 
Catherine 's, Leixlip, who died on the Wth 
September, 1922, the will and one codicil 
bearing dates 20th August, 1908, and 3rd 
March, 1910, respectively, and they claimed 
to have the grant of letters of administration 
intestate to the defendant, dated 22nd Novem- 
ber, 1922, revoked and declared null and void, 
and to have the will and codicils established. 
The defence was the usual statutory pleas. 
_Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C., Mr. W. Carrigan, 
K.C., and Mr. James Murnaghan (instructed 
by Messrs. Brown and McCann) appeared for 
the plaintifis; and Mr. J. C. R. Lardner, 
K.C., Mr. James Sealy, K.C., and Mr. T. C. 
Tobias (instructed by Mr. R. Norman Potter- 
ton) appeared for the defence. Messrs. Little 
and Cullen, solicitors, appeared for Mrs. Mary 
Martin, 73 Oxmantown road, Dublin, a 
daughter of the deceased. 

After the special jury had been sworn, 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., announced that terms of 
settlement had been agreed to. The action 
was brought to prove the will of a gentleman 
named Terence Brooks, of St. Catherine's, 
near Leixlip, who died on the 30th September, 
1922. The defence was the usual pleas of want 
of exetution, want of testamentary capacity, 
and a charge of undue influence against a 
brother of the testator, which charge had 
been withdrawn as a result of the arrange- 
ment that had been come to between the 
parties. The deceased left a widow, his second 
wife, and three children, one of whom was a 
young lady living with her mother; and of 
the other two, one had got a considerable part 
of the testator’s property, and was provided 
for, to some extent, during the lifetime of the 
testator, and the other was married for some 
years. All the daughters were of age and 
were provided for in the will and codicil. In 
addition, the gentleman against whom the plea 
of undue influence was made was a beneficiary 
to some extent. He had lived and worked 
with the testator, who was his brother, for 
34 years, from 1886 to 1920, and had devoted 
his whole lifetime to working for him. By a 
deed made in the lifetime of Mr. Brooks the 
widow got a farm, with a fine residence on it, 
at St. Catherine’s, while the testator spent 
between £800 and £1,000 in fitting the place 
with electric light, etc. This property went 
to the wife for life and te the daughter 
living with her under a settlement on the 
death of her mother. It had been thought 
proper that the daughter should get some- 
thing in the immediate future, and under the 
terms of the ‘settlement £500 was agreed on. 
The mother had consented to the will being 
admitted to probate on the understanding that 
the daughter was provided for. The married 
daughter, Mrs. Martin, was to get £400 under 
the will and codicil, of which she was to get 
£200 in cash. and a sum of £500 was to be 
put into settlement for her children. The 
testator's will had. not been found for about 
six weeks after his.death, and the widow, in 
taking out administration, had acted perfectly 
bona fide. In these circumstances he asked 
his lordship to receive the terms of consent, 
and he was sure his learned friend would 
agree oe" gn was no ground for any sug- 
gestion of undue influence 
Mr. Owen Brooks. oe 

Mr. Sealy, K.C., concurred, and withdrew 
all pleas of undue influence. 

Mr. Stephen J. Brown, solicitor, gave forma] 
evidence to prove the preparation and due 
execution of the will and icil. 

Mr., Justice Pim received the consent and 
made it.a rule of Court, and directed the 
revocation of the letters of administration 
which had been granted to the widow. His 
lordship also directed the jury to find in 
favour of the will and codicil, and, this 
having been done, both documents were ad- 
mitted to probate.

Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., was the principal speaker at a demonstra- 


tion held by Ulster Nationalists at Magherafelt, Co. Derry, yesterday. 
He said that the Nationalists of Ulster must organise themselves as a

They hoped to build up a great power in Ulster, which would win 
Ulster and Southern Ireland into common understanding, if not into per- 


Mr. Devlin said that for three years the 
Nationalists of Ulster had lived in a com- 
munity as slaves. If they had the spirit 
of: their fathers they would have done long 
ago what they were doing to-day. They 
would have rallied their friends together, and 
organised their people in a great constitu- 
tional movement, and made the will of 
thirty-five per cent, of the population of 
North-East Ulster, not only. felt and heard, 
but an enduring influence in the life of that 
province. 

Ireland was a nation, and ought to be an 
undivided nation. No Act. of Parliament, 
passed either in England or Ireland, could 
divide and sunder those whom God had 
united. History, geography, material in- 
terest, and communal welfare all recognised 
that Ireland was one nation, and ought to 
remain an undivided people. Therefore, 
whatever others might do, they stood where 
they always did, for an Ireland, one and 
undivided. (Cheers.) 

But they recognised facts as they were. 
They did not live in the moon, They had 
to face the grim realities of the situation, 
and they found, in the Treaty solemnly 
agreed to between Ireland and England; that 
one of the most vital of the clauses under the 
Treaty was that the six North-Eastern 
counties were permitted to remain outside the 
ambit of a united Ireland, and that when 
they decided to go outside that ambit a 
Boundary Commissien would be set up to de, 
cide what was to be the area to be controlled 
by the North-Eastern Parliament. 

THE BOUNDARY COMMISSION. 

They asked that this Treaty should be put 
in operation. The South of Ireland had 
fought for the Treaty, and had kept their 
solemn promise. (Cheers.) They had made 
many sacrifices in order to show that they 
were honourable men. The South of 
Ireland had been drenched with blood, 
and ruin and destruction of lives 
and property had taken place in 
order that the solemn word of the signa- 
tories to that Treaty should be kept by the 
nation. (Hear, hear.) But if those sacri- 
fices were made, it was not for part of the 
Treaty, but for all of the Treaty. 

They demanded, here and now, in their 
own interest, as well as in the genera] in- 
terest of the peace of the whole nation, that 
« Boundary Commission should be set up and 
that the position should be made clear, so 
that they should know who were to control 
their destinies—that they might proceed to 
discharge their duties and leave their re- 
spensibilities until the time came when 
natural forces, economic interests, and in- 
dustrial demands would make Ireland what 
Ireland would be yet if they had the courage 
and the wisdom to lay anarchy, bloodshed, 
and murder to. one side, amongst all sections, 
and to comsecrate themselves to the task af 
trying, by peacefal and constitutional means, 
to bring together North and South, so that 
in common harmony and a spirit of mutual 
concord they might achieve that great 
elementary and fundamental end for which 
they existed—the permanent and enduring 
unity of Ireland. (Cheers.) 

When the Treaty was carried three courses 
were clear to all concerned. he first was 
for Ulster to come into the Free State. 
Ulster had the right to say, within a month 
from the passing of that Treaty, whether she 
would come into the Free State or not. It 
was, he thought, a grave error and a great 
mistake that, when Ulster voted itself. out, 
the Boundary..Commission was not then and 
there established. That was the time at 
which the Boundary Commission should have 
declared what area in Ulster was to be 
governed, and its destinies decided upon by 
the vote of those people. 

There was another course. 
gc]ution which he would prefer, and which 
Mr. Collins, before his death, passionately 
hoped to achieve, and that was—to try 
tu settle this Ulster question by peace- 
ful negotiation, and by a statesman-like 
approach to it from the point of view of 
patriotism, North and South. But at any 
rate, whatever the course, things could not 
go on in Ulster as they were going. They 
could not, in that province, afford to remain 
helots and slaves, in a province redolent with 
glorious memories of unselfish service and 
sacrifice. This Ulster province belonged to 
no religious sect or party. It was the pro- 
perty of all its citizens. They and he 
treasured their Ulster citizenship, as they 
were proud of their Irish nationality, and 
they would not remain for any. Government, 
North or South, in the deplorable and help- 
less position in which they stood to-day. 
(Cheers. ) 

THE POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

Proceeding, Mr. Devlin demanded the re- 
lease of the political prisoners. He thought 
it an. outrage to keep men on a prison ship, 
or any other jail, not for what they did, but 
for what they thought. 

After referring to the absence from the 
Northern Parliament of reforms in relation 
to housing, better conditions. for workers, 
pensions for widows, and agricultural im- 
provements, Mr. Devlin said that the recent 
return of Colonel Woods for West Belfast, 
in opposition to the official Unionist candi- 
date, represented the new spirit among 
Orangemen, and stood as the living revolt of 
the great masses of the people against the 
system which to-day carried on in the 
Government of Ulster. 

They, in the spi 
and comradeship éan the past, though it 
was difficult to forget all the suffering and 
misery brought to their people. Yet if they 
forgot the past, and saw the new symptoms, 
and watched the new orientation in Ulster, 
it might be possible that they might build 
up a great power in Ulster that would win 
Ulster and Southern Ireland into a common 
understanding, if not into a permanent union. 
(Cheers. ) | 

They would do more than that. Once they 
had established the right conditions, the 
hatreds, the catch cries, the shibboleths— 
—al! those things that played their part in 
either dividing the people or frightening them 
from the true realisation of their interests, 
would pass away, and they would get back to 
that, normal political life in which political 
questions would be decided, not as to the altar 
before which any man bowed, but as to the 
genuine and deep-rooted conviction and in- 
terest of the organised masses in their great 
procession to democratic, economic, and in- 
dustrial freedom. (Cheers.)

inevitable consequence. Not to six, or to 
twenty-six counties, was their fealty due, but 
to all Ireland, whether their homes were in 
Antrim or in Cork.

Anybody who knew anything of North 
Ireland was well aware that, taking them 
in the mass, the Orangemen and so-called 
Loyalists of Ulster were Trish, and would cer- 
tainly feel insulted if told that they were 
English. All honest and intelligent men re- 
eognised now that the constitutional method 
was the best method by which Irishmen 
could adjust all their differences. 

THE POLICY OF ABSTENTION, 

He had received several letters and reso- 
lutions urging that the Nationalists should 
take their seats in the Northern Parliament. 
He never believed in the policy of abstention, 
whether it be from the British or the Ulster 
Parliament. He had always believed—and 
the events which had followed since 1918 
strengthened this belief—that when a Parlia- 
ment had power to make laws that affected 
their every-day life, or to Tevy taxes, if they 
could obtain representation there they should 
obtain it and use it. 

He was elected on signing a distinct pledge, 
and until he was released from that pledge 
by a new election, or by a representative con- 
vention of Ulster Nationalists qualified to 
voice Ulster Nationalist opinion, the 1921 
ledge bound him. He felt, however, as an 
Duin, and as the representative of an 
Ulster constituency that those who sponsored 
the Treaty shoald insist on carrying out, the 
Treaty ao far as Ulster was concerned. It 
might have been expected that Eoin MacNeill, 
an Ulsterman, educated in Belfast, holding 
a very prominent position in the Free State 
Government, would by every means in his 
power have forced to the front the one pro- 
mise in the Treaty which, it was stated, 
would have released the Catholics and Na- 
tidnatists of at least Tyrone and Fermanagh, 
Derry City, South Armagh, South and East 
Down from the six-county Government. Sir 
James Creig and his party promptly voted 
themselves out of the Free State. 

The least that might have been expected 
was that Eoin MacNeill and his colleagues 
would, the very next week, have been 
equally alert, utilising the provisions of the 
treaty for the defence of Catholic and Na- 
tionalist interests. But month after month 
had gone, and nothing had been done. The 
subject pad drifted until Nationalists might 
be forgiven for beginning to suspect that the 
Boundary Commission proposed was merely 
eye-wash for a deluded people. 

They had got to know what the Treaty 
really meant. He made no attack on the 
Treaty or on those who signed it; theirs was 
the responsibility—not his. Personally, he 
would never have put his name to a docu- 
ment which sanctioned a sepamite Parliament 
for the six counties. However, as one who 
believed that majority rule was the only 
alterr-tive to chaos; he had accepted the ac- 
cor "“"" fact, and must be prepared to 
abide by it. 

In the interests of Ireland, North and 
South, he appealed earnestly to both Re- 


publicans and Free Staters to work together 


first for peace and‘then for a united Ireland. 
To thefr Tory countrymen thev appealed for 
less heated controversy. He felt that with 
a retrrn t& constitutiona: methods in the 
Free State Ulster would recognise that her 
national pride and materia! interests would 
force her to seek union with the, rest of 
Ireland.

IRISHMAN BEATEN ON LAST 


GREEN. 


DEAL, Thursday Night. 

Of the powerful American team which 
aspired to the Amateur Championship all have 
fallen by the way except Francis Ouimet. He 
was the youth who conquered Vardon and Ray 
in the tie for the American championship ten 
‘ears ago. All along he was regarded by 
British golfers as their most formidable an- 
tagonist, and it must be a source of satisfac- 
tion. amongst golfers al! over the Kingdom, 
just as it is amongst the golfers gathered in 
this remote corner of Kent, that the man who 
on the morrow will contest the right of. this 
splendid golfer to enter the semi-final is the 
player upon whom has apparently fallen the 
mantle of Freddie Tait and John Ball. 

These fine golfers of a former era rose to 
their greatest heights as match fighters when 
the biggest occasion called for it, and so, too, 
it is with Cyril Tolley, who to-day achieved a 
wonderful win over Captain Martin, a slashing 
Irish golfer, won when the giant Englishman's 
back was virtually against the wall. 

Tolley has done that sort of thing oiten. 
The greater the call the greater the effort, and 
while Ouimet is a skilled and finished ex- 
ponent, the fighting element is more pro- 
nounced in the British representative. 

Of the other six still in the running there 
are three Englishmen, two Scotsmen, and one 
Anglo-American. The latter is Douglas Grant, 
who is American born of Scottish descent. He 
has resided in this country for more than 
wer years and is a product of English 
golf. 

The international character of the conclud- 
ing stages is strongly marked, and an inter- 
national final is practically assured. Should 
Tolley fail to conquer Ouimet, there are others 
well able to carry on for Great Britain. Roger 
Wethered is playing fine golf, and a feature 
of the meeting has been the long succession of 
large victories by R. Harris, the veteran 
Scottish golfer, who captained the British 
team against America a year ago, and will 
captain the team a week hence in the inter- 
national match at St. Andrews. 

It was a fierce day. Prior to the start a 
bitter wind blew from the north-east, and 
before the fourth round was concluded a rain- 
storm swept the links. It lasted for two 
hours, and, although there were fine spells in 
the late afternoon, heavy rain squalls came on 
at frequent intervals. 1e weather conditions 
made golf difficult for all the players, but the 
cold especially tried the Americans, particu- 
larly Rotan and Willing, who had come to 
England directly from the sun-kissed golf 
links on‘the Los Angeles coast. 

It was unfortunate, too, for the spectators, 
who numbered nearly 5,000 in the afternooy-_ 
The Americans were put to a most severe test 
under conditions totally strange to them. 
When the gale was at its worst Willing and 
Ouimet did badly, and both looked well beaten 
at the sixth hole, but Ouimet recovered and 
Willing made a gallant but unavailing effort. 

The outstanding achievement of the fourth 
round was by Cyril Tolley. He lost three of 
the first four holes to Captain Martin, and 
became 4 down at the eighth. Up to that 
point his putting had been weak, but he 
seemed to recover himself, and after winning 
the ninth he began to play superb golf. He 
won the tenth and eleventh and halved the 
next two, but when Martin won the four- 
teenth Tolley dropped to 2 down, and with 
only 4 to go the crowd, which had gathered 
from all the points of the links, thought that 
Tolley ‘had shot his bolt. The fifteenth was 
divided. Tolley to the sixteenth hit a tre- 
mendous shot off the tee, being fully eighty: 
yards beyond Martin. He won that hole, 
squared at the seventeenth, and, for the first 
time since the beginning, he was level. To the 
eighteenth both reached the rough with their 
tee shots. Tolley put. his second on the 
green, but Martin did not get there, and, 
indeed, flufied his third shot. The Irishman 
chipped his fourth dead, but Tolley, with 2 
for the hole, made no error, and, winning 
the hole in 4 to 5, not ohlv wor the match, 
but had the extraordinary experience of being 
only up once in the contest, and that at 
the final hole. k 

Bretherton’s failure to defeat Ouimet, was 
one of the features of the round. It started 
in a gale and driving rain. Doubtless Ouimet 
was puzzled when bis ball was blown about 
helplessly. Bretherton was ó up at the sixth, 
although he, like his opponent, had been in 
the rough; but although Bretherion turned 
two holes to the good, he was brought. back 
to square at the twelfth. Ouimet took the 
lead at the fifteenth, playing really well with 
wind behind him, and was dormy at the 
sixteenth. In this desperate situation, 
Bretherton holed ‘a long putt to win the 
seventeenth. The English golfer had spent 
much time in the study of the line and ground 
for his putts, and he took much time before 
he played a two-yarder, which would have 
squared the match at the eighteenth, but the 
ball struck the hole and came out, and Ouimet 
had won by a hole. 

Tolley got an early lead over Hope, and 
was 3 up at the sixth, but he was only 1 up 
at the ninth and square at the next. Two 
faulty seconds cost Hope the fifteenth and 
sixteenth holes, but, although dormy two, 
Tolley only won on the last green. 

Wethered also got away from Willing at 
the start, but good approaching and putting 
reduced a deficit of 3 to only 1 at the ninth. 
Willing, by good putting, squared at the 
fourteenth, but Wethered took the next two 
in fine 4’s to become dormy, and he won at 
the seventeenth. 

Another single hole win was that of Drew 
over Torrance, but ‘iy ““ Grant beat D. E. 
Soulby by 4 and 2. Harris gained a sur- 

risingly easy win over Harry Braid. Willie 
Meckenaie had a hard task in disposing of 
the London player, Finlay, whose golf had 
been, as it was this afternoon, very fine; 
while G. N. Humphries, a former Cambridge 
captain, disposed of the veteran Herbert 
Taylor, after leading most of the way.

FIETH ROUND SURPRISE AT 
BURNHAM.

The greatest surprise for a considerable 
time in the history of the British Ladies’ 
Championship occurred this afternoon m the 
Burnham and Berrow Course, when the 
holder of the title, Miss Joyce Wethered, 
who had been fancied by all to annex the 
ladies’ premier golfing honour again, was 
defeated. 

Her downfall was brought about by Mrs. 
Allan Macbeth, who, as Miss Muriel Dodd, 
some years ago made herself famous by reason 
of her championship successes in this and 
other countries. There wes justification for 
the belief that the holder would again 
triumph, especially in view of the colossal 
margins by which she had defeated her op- 
ponents until to-day, and obversely it almost 
seemed as if Miss Wethered’s partial collapse 
against Miss Winn, in the match for the mght 
of entry to whe semi-final round, were a 
sort of foreboding. At any rate, Miss 
Wethered had to go to the penultimate hole 
before ousting the East Anglian lady, and 
that was the green which was to see her 
overthrow. 

Miss Wethered has never in her champion- 
ship career played so weakly as she did this 
afternoon. To begin with she, for the first 
time in this championship, failed to win the 
first hole, and, perhaps, that was another 
augury of what was to ftollow. 

The fact remain: that against Mrs, Macbeth 
Miss Wethered right off got into the sand- 
hills and very serious trouble, and she lost 
the first hole. She levelled matters 
more at the second. Again she fell behind 
at the third, as she pitched much too 
strong over the hill and beyond the green, 
her ball subsequently running round three 
parts of the lip ot the hole for the half. 
Square once more was the state of affairs at 
the fourth, and, after a half, Miss Wethered 
took the lead at the sixth, but Mrs. Macbeth 
was in nowise downcast, as she got even. with 
the holder at the seventh, and anothe: couple 
of halves served to make the players level at 
the turn. 

The fifteenth was a fateful] hole Miss 
Wethered putted really badly, and deservedly 
she lost it. The sixteenth was halved. 
There Miss Wetherd was over the green, and 
her chip shot went in and then out of the 
hole. The other player got down a four-feet 
putt for a half, and on the game went to the 
seventeenth, the short hole. Mrs. Macbeth 
succeeded in putting her tee shot a yard 
from the pin. Miss Wethered had a putt of 
nearly fifteen yards for the half, and her 
effort went about a foot past the hole. Mrs. 
Macbeth holed her putt, and she passed into 
the final round. 

Previously Miss Wethered had had a hard 
match towards the finish with Miss Winn, 
who, after being five down at the ninth, got 
the champion back to a lead of three holes at 
the fourteenth. Following a half, the Eastern 
player got yet another hole from her cp- 
ponent, who, however, got the half which 
Was so necessary to her at the seventeenth. 
Miss Chambers, of Wirral, who will to-mor- 
Macbeth in the final, has 
won all her matches in the championhip, ex 
cepting one, with fairish ease, and in the 
semi-final this afternoon she showed that she 
is a golfer with wonderful powers of recovery 
Three down with four played did not at all 
look well for her against Miss Berv!
